C hrist’s m inistry divides itself into 
the year of obscurity, the year of 
popularity and the year of opposition. 
Our lessons at this tim e are taken 
from th a t second year of his m inistry, 
the year cf popularity. 
8o we read. 
“A great m ultitude from Gallilee fol­ 
lowed. and from Judaea, and from 
Jerusalem , and from Idum aea, and 
beyond the Jordon, and about Tyre 
and Bidon, a great m ultitude hearing 
w hat great things he did. came unto 
him. 
And he spake to his disciples, 
th a t a little boat should wait on him 
because of the crowd, lest they should 
throng him .“ 
T h at picture of Jesus 
preaching from the boat as Ids pulpit 
and the throng stretching out like a 
great 
hum an 
fan 
on 
th e 
sloping 
shore is a beautiful symbol of his 
growing popularity. 
Ills Magnetic Words and Miracles. 
The 
m ultitudes 
were 
draw n 
to 
Jesus 
not 
only 
by 
his 
w onderful 
words of teaching, but by Ills m ighty 
m iracles of mercy w hich were like il­ 
lustrations for his serm ons. 
“The 
people ran about th a t whole region, 
began to carry about on th eir

those 
th a t 
were 
sick 
where 
..ey heard he was. 
And wheresoever 
he entered, into villages, or into cities, 
or into the country, they laid the sick 
in the m arket-places and besought 
him th a t they m ight touch if it were 
but the border of his garm ent: and 
as m any as touched him were m ade 
whole.”

If we seek to explain why “the com ­ 


mon people heard him gladly, 
we 
find it in the fact th a t his teaching 
is ideal in its sim plicity. 
It was not 
over the common people’s heads.

of heaven to such every day com m on­ 
places. as a wom an’s setting her biead 
dough or sweeping her closet, or to a 
farm er's sowing his seed, or h « 
shepherd losing and finding a sh*ep.

No wonder the com m on jieo- 
p]p heard him gladly. 
They could 
understand him.

Not only by his sim plicity, but by 
his sincerity Jesus won his way into 
the hearts of th e com m on people His 
life was so pure and so thoroughly in 
accord with his precepts some life no 
less th a n by his words and works. His 
greatest m iracle was his own holiness. 
Jesus’ teaching m et the i*>ople’s 
deepest spiritual needs as his m ir­ 
acles m et their sorest physical needs. 
He pointed out the p ath of purity to 
the M agdalene; he com panled with 
publicans and sinners and pictured 
to them the angels' Joy over their 
repentance; 
ho 
instilled 
hope 
in 
breasts th a t had known no hope and 
found the spark of virtue where no 
others would have suspected Its ex­ 
istence. and finding It he fanned it 
into flam e 
He had com passion on 
all; he hud tim e for anyone; he d e­ 
spaired of none; he knew' no clftss or 
racial barriers; lie. the Lord of all, 
cam e as the servant of all.

Mission in the survey, we felt

till the exam ination of the Mission 
lecords was a m atter of courtesy. 
Second, 
Inasm uch as the M ission 
is. a Religious Institu tio n supported 
by those who are interested in this 
Kind of religious work, we asked our 
Board a t a Board M eeting held on

5. Is our Home Economics depart­ 
ment vocational training? 
Is it de­ 
sirable that it should be? 
Our Home Economics work now 
conducted in the sevaral junior high 
schools is not vocational in nature. 
While it Is very practical work it is 
merely given for its educational val­ 
ue. 
Home Economics courses of a 
vocational character should be giv­ 
en on the Senior high school level. 
We are proposing to do that very 
thing when we open the addition of 
the Senior High Schjol next fall. 
Briefly, our plans are as follows: 
We expect to have two laboratories 
known as the foods laboratory and 
clothing laboratory. 
The laboratory 
work offered will be just as advanced 
and just as difficult as that offered 
in the chemical, physical of biological 
laboratories. 
Pupils admitted to the 
courses in Foods and Clothing should 
satisfy certain pre-requisite 
condi­ 
tions. 
6. Just how many years of indus­ 
trial arts education are required? 
At the present tune two years ol 
industrial arts are required of junior 
high school students. 
Two double 
periods per week are 
required 
in 
grades seven and eight. 
7. 
What standing m the trades 
does the completion of 
the

courses give? 
Usually those who receive a certifi­ 
cate from our trade courses are giv­ 
en one year of apprentice credit. 
8. To what extent, if any, are the 
following courses vocational: music, 
art, commercial, and 
home 
econ­ 
omics? 
These courses are not vocational 
at the precant time. 


EXPLANATORY NOTE: 
In our 
discussion we must not confuse the 
terms ‘ Vocational” and 
Pre-Voca­ 
tional." 
While industrial arts and 
home economics, music, art. commer­ 
cial work. etc.. etc. may not be given 
by the schools as specific training for 
a vocation they are given especially 
in our junior high schools for a two­ 
fold purpose. 
First: 
For their gen­ 
eral educational value: Secondly: For 
their Pre-Vocational or Exploratory 
value. 
One of the chief functions of a 
junior high school is to assist the 
students in discovering 
their 
own 
abilities, aptitudes and tendencies and 
to assist them in choosing a vocation. 
It does not follow, of course, that all 
young people should choose their life 
work w'hile they are in the junior 
high school. Many of them will not 
make their final decision until they 
have finished senior high school and 
even college. 
On the other hand, it 
is plainly a very great advantage to 
a young person if he is able to begin 
preparing for his life w'ork the mo­ 
ment he enters the senior high school. 
For the Senior High School next 
year we are proposing a part time or 
full time counselor. 
This 
person 
would have 
immediate 
charge 
of 
whatever work we do in guidance— 
vocational, educational, and social.
